_ rather than fignificantly calP?d a Society; may be for fundry Reafons nncanable 


of Performance in fo vaft a Variety as is like to come before him: So he thinks 


- no Injury to the Undertaking, to let the World know, they muft be content 


to be anfwered in thé beft manner he can. 


‘He affures the World, here is not, as was pretended in the -Arhenian:Mercury, 


a Profeffor in all the Heads, which the Inquifitive World can propofe ; as: long 


as the Fountain ye apply to, mi cure, you are. all welcome to the Waters. If 
the Spring at any time rugs dry, Gentlemen,. you-muft conclude’ Ukra pijffe non 
eff effe, and be content to remain as wife as you came; fince ’tis refolv’d to nyake 
ufe of no borrow’d Streams, but what the World thall be acquainted with. 
And this laft Claufe, of rhe World being acquainted, is put in upon this Account ; 


That if any material Queftion is laid before us, which the Author is not quali- 


fied to anfwer, he refolves to publifh the Queftion, and fummon the Affiftance. 


of the more Capable Part of the World, ¢o fend in fuch Solutions as they think 


— -ufeful. 


Nor is he at all concern’d at the Publication this will make of his own ; Itake 
him to be the wifer Man by far, who acknowledges the Defe@s_he finds in:his 
own Underftanding, than he that pretends to know more than he really does. 

Ihope no Man will Cenfure me, for not knowing how to anfwer all the Que-

Not that the Author of this Paper publifhes himfelf for a wife Man ;, but if to 
know his own Ignorance be 4 Part of Wifdom, he hopes he may put in for a 
Te on this Account he declares, that. anfwering Doubts, refolyiag. Que- 
ftions, and deciding Controverfies, were.as remote. from his Thoughts, whed he 
began this Paper, as making a Map of thé World in-the Moon. 
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But the Confequence of Things, asis already noted, has hook’d him in, and 
he finds his Table fpread with Cafes of Confcience, Enigma’s, Difficulties in Phi- 
lofophy, in Politicks, in Athicks, Oeconomicks, and what not.

All that the Author of this Paper thinks fit to fay to it, is this ; Gentlemen, he 
does not pretend, as before, to be capable of anfwering all thefe Queftions, 
- but in fuch as are material, and to the Purpofe, he refolves to do his beft to di- 
vert you; and they who are not pleas’d, ought to accept the Endeavour ; if not, 
they are welcome to trouble him or themfelves no more. 

But he cannot clofe his Introdu€tion, without giving fome General Cautions 
to all thofe Gentlemen, who think it worth their while, to fend any thing of 
this Nature to the Society.

Others, aid asmany in Number as the former, frequently prefs us to leave 
off Jefting and Rantering, as they call it, and purfue the vaft Work which the 
Title leads to, and which the firft Sheets promis’d, viz. A Review of the Affairs 
__ of France, a Subject, fay they, truly fruitful, of a vaft Variety, and fuited to an 

_ Undertaking of the greateft Magnitude; and ’tis Pity it fhould be clog’d with — 

the Impertinence and Nonfenfe of the Scan. Club ; and thus we are brought before — 
our own Society both ways. 

Now, Gentlemen, as this Defign was not at firft undertaken without a full 
Profpect of all this Variety of Judgments and Cenfures ; So in all this, there 
feems nothing material enough, to turn the Author from purfuing his firft De- — 
fign, which is the middle between thefe two Extremities.
